Pretenfions to the Quora 
which the King of Sweden has nor farnifh’d during 
the prefent War, and fhall draw nu Confequence 
from the Crown of Sweden's not having done Ho- 
mage for the Dominions they have in the Empire 
fince the Year 1664. And 6tbly. That the whole 
Swedith Army in their Return thro’ Silefia into Po- 
land, fall be maintain’d at the Emperour’s Charge.
